The news of Mr. Hendrick's death 
was received in Washington late on the 
afternoon of November 25. President 
Clevleand was at dinner when the news 
was brought to him by Secretary La- 
ment Notices were sen t at once to all the 
members of the cabinet, and a special 
cabinet meeting was held that night. 
President Cleveland's first act was to 
dispatch a telegram of condolenco to 
Mrs. Hendricks, after which a proc a- 
mat ion eras prepared making an official 
announcement of the vice president's 
death to the public, establishing a 
usage which was followed Tuesday by 
President McKinley. 

Vice President Hendricks was in

The law applicable to the vice presi- 
dency was enacted January ID. 18S6. 
by the Forty-ninth congress, first ses- 
sion. The main features arc as fol- 
lows: 

• lie it enaoted, etc.. That in case of 
removal, death, resignation or li abil- 
ity of both the president and vice 
president of the Uuited States the sec- 
retary of state, or • * * * secre- 
tary of the treasury, or * * « * 
secretary of war, or * • * * attor- 
ney general, or " • * • postmaster 
general, or • * • • secretary of the 
navy, or * * • * secretary of the 
interior shall act as president until the 
disability of the president or vice pres- 
ident is removed, or a president shall 
be elected." 

The law further provides that when 
one of the above cabinet officers suc- 
y he shall call a 
A proviso 

limits the succession of those who 
would bo eligible to the presidency 
under the tormsof the constitution and 
who have been appointed with the ad- 
vice and consent of the senate. 

The effect of the law is not to pro- 
vide a succession to the vice oresi- 
dency, but merely to insure, a succes- 
sion to the presideney. 

Hy the death of Mr. Hobart, Senator 
Wm. P. Frye, of Maine, becomes presi- 
dent pro tempore of the senate, and 
will discharge all the duties of the 
vice president as presiding officer of 
that body. The senate rules specif- 
ically provldo that no election 
is neoessary at the beginning of the 
session.

The cntclodon mag- 
num Is a species of swine listing from 
the early miocene period. It is classi- 
fied scientifically as a mammal of the 
order ung/ulata, suborder artiodaety la. 

The entelodon was u huge hog, with 
great tusks or prolongations of canine 
teeth. It is believed to have been om- 
nivoroua. The specimen just found will 
aupply scientists with Information 
which they lack concerning this great 
extinct hog.
